INFECTIOUS DKMS^ 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of  ordinary 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever,  10  notifications 
compared  with  5 in  1957,  Measles,  185  compared  with  33  the  previous  year 
and  whooping  cough  57  compared  with  a nil  return  in  1957. 

The  outbreaks  were  of  a similar  pattern  to  those  in  the 
neighbouring  district  and  were  of  a mild  type,  no  deaths  were  recorded 
from  any  of  the  or dinary  notifiable  diseases. 

Four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  none  of 
the  non  pulmonary  type.  The  figuos  in  1957  were  5 and  1 respectively. 

Again  this  year  no  deaths  were  attributable  to  tuberculosis.

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HOUSING 

One  clearance  area  was  confirmed  during  the  year  and  the  houses 
required  to  house  the  displaced  persons  from  there  and  the  requirements 
of  re-housing  the  tenants  of  Long  Rows  has  more  than  absorbed  the 
capacity  of  the  Council  in  building  new  houses. 

Some  of  the  housing  problems  in  Clay  Cross  especially  in  the 
central  area  present  great  difficulties.  One  would  like  to  see  areas 
cleared  and  planned  redevelopment,  but  this  unfortunately  could  only 
be  done  by  the  expenditure  of  a great  deal  of  money.  In  this  area 
there  are  many  houses  in  the  demolition  category  standing  next  door 
to  well  maintained  properties  which  would  have  be  purcha»Gd  at 
market  value  if  any  development  were  to  be  planned.  This  Applies 
generally  to  the  central  areaj  thou^  there  are  n-ome  small  isolated 
blocks  "vdiich  could  be  cleared.  Even  so  the  clearance  of  the  latter 
would  not  greatly  assist  in  furthering  any  major  redevelopment  of  the 


central  area.

The  following  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
1958  will  of  necessity  be  brief  due  to  the  fact  that  your  previous 
Public  Health  Inspector  resigned  at  the  end  of  May  to  take  up  another 
appointment  and  I did  not  commence  duties  until  the  1st  September, 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  period  June  to  September  was 
carried  out  by  your  Surveyor,  Mr,  J,  Rysdale,  and,  for  specialist 
duties  such  as  meat  inspection,  by  a Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
staff  of  the  Chesterfield  Rural  District  Council,  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  compiling  the  record  of  work  carried  out  at  the  four  slaughterhouses 
during  that  pctiod. 

However  every  effort  has  been  made  to  present  an  accurate 
record  of  work  carried  out  and  inspections  made. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  ny  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr,  Graham, 
and  to  other  members  of  the  staff  who  have  assisted  and  advised  me 
in  this  work.

The  Council  erected  13  Bungalows  at  Gent  shill  during  the  year 
and  had  accepted  tenders  for  the  erection  of  31  bungalows  and 
10  flats  on  a new  site  off  Flaxpiece  Road,  these  bungalows  and 
flats  are  for  re-housing  tenants  from  sub-standard  properties, 
mainly  the  Long  Rows.

No  grants  were  made  for  assistance  towards  the  improvement 
or  conversion  of  dwellings  under  the  provision  of  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  195B  although  numerous  enquiries 
were  made  by  interested  owners  of  properties. 

Only  fifteen  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act  1957  were  received  during  the  year,  and  only  in  seven 
cases  were  Certificates  actually  issued,  the  landlord  having  given 
an  undertaking  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works  of  repair  in  the 
other  cases.  No  applications  were  received  from  owners  of 
properties  for  the  revocation  of  certificates  previously  issued. 
Four  certificates  of  disrepair  were  however,  granted  in  coses  where 
the  o\mer  of  the  property  had  failed  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repair  after  hiving  given  an  undertaking  to  do  so. 


5 . PUBLIC  CLjLxNSING. 

Refuse  Collection,  Refuse  Disposal,  Salvage  and  Street 
Cleansing,  which  previously  hod  been  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  wore  incorporated  as  part  of  the  Surveyor's 
Department  during  the  year.  A regular  collection  of  refuse  has 
been  maintained,  and  the  system  of  one  central  control  of  labour 
is  working  well. 

Street  Cleansing  in  the  centre  of  the  town  has  regularly  been 
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carried  oat  and  even  the  introduction  of  the  Litter  Act  does 
not  appear  to  have  had  any  effect  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
rubbish  collected  from  our  streets.  It  would  seem  most 
necessary  for  a comphrohensive  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
litter  bins  over  most  of  the  district  is  necessary  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  rubbish  deposited  on  the  streets. 

The  Council  have  undertaken  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in 
the  district,  of  which  there  are  about  100,  and  this  has  proved 
most  difficult  during  the  year  due  mainly  to  the  extremely  wet 
season,  and  to  some  of  the  installations  being  unsatisfactory  in 
that  ground  water  flows  into  them,  thus  necessitating  more  fi’equent 
emptying.  When  the  proposed  sewer  along  Stretton  Road  is  provided 
a considerable  burden  will  be  removed  from  this  service, 

6.  PREVENTION  OF  DiimOE  PESTS. 

The  Council  provide  a free  service  to  householders  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  or  about  dwellings  and  most  of  the 
work  necessary  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
in  the  absence  of  a trained  rodent  operator. 

The  lOp  sewer  test  consisting  of  baiting  21  manholes 
throughout  the  district  was  carried  out  in  November  and  as  a result 
it  was  found  that  rats  were  present  in  three  small  aneas. 

A complete  treatment  of  these  areas  had  to  be  undertaken  and  I 
was  very  pleased  to  receive  the  assistance  of  the  field  officer 
of  the  Ministiy  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation 
Central  Division,  in  carrying  out  this  work, 

A large  scale  treatment  of  the  tip  had  to  be  carried  out  in 
October  and  November,  when  approximately  2 cvrts  of  bait  was  used 
during  a period  of  ten  days.

PETROLEUM  (Ca-TSOLIDziTEP)  ACT,  1928. 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations  and  14  premises 
were  licenced  to  store  petroleum  and  one  for  the  storage  of  calcium 
of  carbide, 

A new  model  code  of  principals  of  construction  and  licencing 
conditions  for  petrol  filling  stations  aid  other  promises  where 
potroloum  spirit  is  stored  was  produced  by  the  Home  Office  as  a 
guide  for  Local  Authorities,  and,  consequently  a comphrehensive 
survey  of  all  licenced  premises  in  the  area  was  carried  out  during 
October.  A considerable  number  of  contraventions  of  tho 
licensing  conditions  were  discovered  and  each  licence  holder 
received  notification  of  the  work  necessary  to  bring  tho 
installation  up  to  a satisfactory  and  safe  condition. 

I was  given  considerable  assistance  and  advice  in  carrying 
out  the  survey  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Fire  Services  and  I wish 
to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Terry, 
the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  his  Fire  Prevention  Officer, 


INSPECTION  OF  MEilT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 
MEL;\T  INSPECTION 


Four  small  private  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  have 
been  in  use  during  the  year.  No  contraventions  were  found  and 
tho  premises  wore  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  occasioned 
no  nuisance.  In  all,  190  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses. 
All  tho  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  and  any  meat  or  offal 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consuraption  was  surrendered  and 
doatroyod  by  burial  at  tho  Council’s  Refuse  tip.

During  the  year  progress  was  maintained  in  bringing  food 
premises  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
Most  of  the  premises  where  food  is  handled  or  stored  ore  now 
provided  with  at  least  a wash  hand  basin  and  hot  water  supply,  and 
this  has  been  achieved  without  recotarse  to  statutory  action*  There 
are  still  a few  food  shops  not  yet  provided  with  washing  facilities, 
and  this  even  after  the  regulations  requiring  these  facilities 
have  been  in  operation  since  January  1st  1956,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  these  premises  will  be  brought  up  to  standard  during  1959. 

Generally  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  id.thin  the 
district  is  satisfactory,  although  there  is  room  for  considerable 
improvement  in  some  premises* 

ICE  CP^\M  PREMISES. 


There  is  only  one  ice-cream  manufacturer  within  the  district 
and  frequent  visits  wore  made  to  ensure  that  the  ice-cream  was 
manufactured  under  clean  and  hygienic  conditions* 

40  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  and  in 
each  case  the  ice-cream  sold  is  pre-packed.
